Chimney 6Hat' 
Saves On Fuel 


Correct Draft Flow 
Essential To Fire 


A hat for your chimney can 


save you money in fuel bills if 
the flue provides insufficient draft 


The hat can be in the form of 


a chimnev crown or extension— 
often in the form of a stack made 
of galvanized iron or sheet metal 
The diameter of this extension 
should be equal to the diameter of 
the flue, or it will choke the draft 


Three major chimney problems 


are insufficient draft, too much 
draft, and down draft When these 
problems 
aie 
corrected, 
good 


operation of a heating plant is in- 
sured and considerable fuel is 
saved 


Insufficient draft,can be caused 


by obstructions in the chimney, 
such as birds nests and dislodged 
bricks, or by disintegrated mortar 


leaving cracks toe air to enter the 
chimney.

A simple test recommended by 


engineers of the Coleman Heat- 
ing institute of Wichita,' Kan. is 
to place a sizeable wad of crump- 
led newspaper in the vent opening 
and ignite the paper. The draft is 
strong enough if every particle of 
burning paper is carried up the' 
'flue If bits of paper drop down 
'after the burning test, there may 
,be other openings in the chimney. 


I These must be located and sealed. 


Too much draft, on the other 


hand, causes fuel to be consumed 
faster than necessary since most ol 


the heat is pulled up the chimney 
and wasted. A hard carbon deposit 
is an indication of too much draft. 
A draft meter—a simple device- 
installed in the vent pipe. Is the 
remedy for this condition. It auto- 
matically maintains the correct 
|draft under varying weather con- 
dition*.
